Lackey was killed instantly and 


the other two injured fatally when 
the tornado struck the building on 
the Beaty ranch in which they had 
taken refuge from the storm.

of our chest officials followed 
one of thesa men around downtown 
Lincoln tbe other day and in thirty 
minutes saw him receive twenty- 
four doiinticns. None of these ttould 
be less than a nickel 
and many 


•would bs irc-e. The chances

went to feed a child or to support 
a home. 


Need Home Relief.

—Thousands of residents of Pawnee 
county,' and adjoining counties, at- 
tended the county fair here last 
night, and listened to addresses by 
United States Senator George W. 
Non-ls, Attorney General C. A. 
Sorensen, and 
Governor A. J- 


Senator Norris was introduced by 


Mr Sorensen, who said, 
Norris 


may not have secured much patron- 
age for hungry Nebraska politicians, 
but he has served our people and 
deserves re-election by acclamation. 
He may be the son of a 'wild Jack- 
ass,' but no one has so persistently 
fought the battle for the middle 


W Mr Norris directed his remarks 
to a discussion of partisanship as it 
affects this country, particularly 
the agriculture of the middle west. 


Facts Recognized. 


"No country can long endure," 


said Mr. Norris, "if those who pro- 
vide the food that feeds the world 
are not getting proper returns. In 
the last major political campaign 
both parties recognized that agri- 
culture was not getting a fair deal. 
"As chairman of the agricultural 


committee," Norris continued, we 
met defeat on every hand because 
of politics. My honest opinion after 
thirty years as a public servant of 
you people is that the greatest in- 
jury to honest, fair government is 
partisanship. And we encountered it 
at every step. The party's pledge to 
put agriculture on an equal basis' 
with manufacturing has not been 
redeemed. 
"I tell you that agriculture is suf- 


fering from three primary causes. 
Farmers of America pay too high 
transportation charges, for all they 
sell is taxed. Too many middlemen 
results in farmers getting too little. 
And the customer is paying too 
much. In addition, our agriculture 
is hurt by our tariff system. 


Bill Defeated. 


"Our first bill for agricultural re-" 


lief resulted from long inquiry and 
study and provided for setting up a 
government corporation to act in 
place of the multitude of middle- 
men and buy farm products mostly 
through cooperatives and sell them 
to the markets of the world. It also 
provided use of American ships as a 
merchant marine and it provided for 
cheaper rates on freight. 
"That bill, though supported by 


every member of the committee I 
chairmaned, went down to defeat 
twice Jn congress. Three efforts of 
my committee met with political op- 
position and veto. Even yet we hear 
it said that wheat is cheap because 
those standpatters had their way 
back In Washington. ' 
"The object of government ought 


to be to bring happiness to its peo- 
ple. That idea of government is a 
religion to me." 


Weaver Reviews Record. 


Governor Weaver reviewed his 
past incumbency. He showed the 
savings of his treatment of the code 
law organization, the program for; 
roads he advocated in the late leg- 
islature, how he favored raising 
money to get federal aid by getting 
revenue from foreign freighters and 
buses through the state. In remarks 
on the banking situation he rapped 
the guaranty fund commission. 


"You are an intelligent people of 
a great state," said Mr. Weaver. 
"You 
should be governed by facts. 
Claims of gross extravagance of my 
administration are tmtrue."

Traffic Problem. 


Solution of traffic difficulties on 
the D. L. D. highway through 
Waverly by construction of a pedes- 
trian underpass was suggested Fri- 
day morning by Roy Cochran, state 
engineer. 
Acknowledging that through traf- 


fic constitutes a menace to school 
children when they must cross the 
highway, the state engineer, de- 
clared Friday that anything Tvhich 
prevents an even flow of traffic on 
a crowded highway is also provoca- 
tive of dangers to nubile safety. 
Believe Cost Small. 


An underpass, he believes, could 


be built at a small cost and fur- 
nish greater safety to both pedes- 
trians and motorists. The sugges- 
tion was made as a result of the 
furore which arose recently over 
Waverly's attempt to enforce stop- 
ping of through traffic. 
Mr Cochran coints out, underpasses 
In the western part of the state, 


have been built for cattle where 
highways run through cattle ter- 
ritory 
They are relatively econom- 
ical considering the difficulties they 
relieve, he says. He estimates that 
cost of an underpass to handle 
pedestrian traffic across the high- 
way at Waverly would r ' between 
one and two thousand dollars. 


250 Cars Per Hour. 
He proposes that Waverly and 


the state share the expense of con- 
struction of such a project, since it 
would be extremely beneficial to 


eaTraffic 
on the Omaha-Lincoln 


highway will more than double wnen 
the highway is completely paved be- 
tween the two points, Mr. Cochran 
thinks. He estimates that 250 curs 
an hour can be expected to p\<;s 
the Waverly crossing. Figuring in 
the neighborhood of two hours that 
the stop signs would be up daily, 
he estimates that a minimum of 500 
cars wcoild have to stop daily. 
"That could easily be a serious 


menace to traffic on such a heavily 
crowded highway." he stated Fri- 
day.

STOLEN CITY BONDS 


What procedure would be neces- 


sary by the owner of securities stolen 
in a bank robbery to obtain dupli- 
cates of them is the subject of a 
question addressed to State Auditor 
Johnson in a letter from C H Wear, 
president of the State bank of Or- 
leans. 
Mr. Wears bank has not 


been held up, but one of its cus- 
tomers lost several municipal bonds 
in the recent robbery of the Lincoln 
National bank, and the loser wishes 
to replace them if possible. 
Auditor Johnson turned the in- 
quiry over to Assistant Attorney 
General Kyle. All municipal bonds 
of Nebraska are registered in the 
auditor's office, but it has no record 
of their ownership after they are 
issued and sold 
Mr. Kyle thinks offhand that if 
the person who held the stolen 
bonds were to furnish an indemnicy 
instrument to the governmental 
division which issued them, guar- 
anteeing that It would not be called 
upon to pay them twice, he might 
in that way secure duplicates. There 
is some doubt, however, whether a 
city or village has legal authority 
to reissue a bond that has disap- 
peared. If not, and the bond were 
never presented for payment, the 
municipality would be so much 
ahead.

"I thought of it 
as a country rather than as a city. 
B ; then, as soon as I got myself 
an apartment and settled down, I 
saw it in quite another light. 


New Yorkers are provincial and 


clannish. 
Their press-agented so- 


phistication simply does not exist. 
They get as excited as any hick 
about the prospect of seeing a 
celebrity in person. 
Each section 


has its own Main street, its own 
shops, its own colloquialisms and 
customs as if it were a town by 
itself, and strangely enough, the 
customs and even the language of 
one locality differ very sharply from 
those of another.

chicken ranch in Riverside county.

In his final confession—one of 


manv—he accused his father. Cyrus 
G Northcott, of having 
brought 


the Collins boy to the ranch, and 
said that the boy was shot by his 
father two days later after being 
mistreated. 
He accused his youthful nephew, 


Sanfoid Claru, now confined at the 
WhJttier leformatory, of slaying the 
elder Wmslow boy and 
wounding 


the younger. He said hp shot the 
youngeriboy when he failed to die 


The Mexican youth, according to 


Northcott. was named Jose Oon- 
zales. He said he shot him through 
the heart when the Mexican boy 
tried to stab him. 
Mrs. Sarah Louise Northcott was 


charged by her son with helping to 
burv the four vouths. She is now 
serving a life term in San Quentin, 
having confessed to complicity in 
the slaying of the Collins boy. 
Just before he was led to the 
'gallows. Northcott 
told a 
guard 


where the bodies of the boys could 
be found. He said they were buried 
on his ranch. 
Authorites were inclined to put 


but little credence in the final ccn- 
fession of Northcott. whose previous 
confessions were contradictory and 
revealed nothing 
after being in- 


vestigated. 
Northcott's father 
emphatically 


denied that he knew anything of 
the murders. 
Before he left, the elder Northcott 
made burial arrangements for his 
son. The body was cremated at 
Berkeley after brief services.

Nebraska Farm Families Spend 


Less for Clothing Than Rural 


Residents In Thirteen States 


Nebraska families spend less for 


clothing 
than farm 
families 
in 


thirteen of fourteen states where 
surveys have been made to deter- 
mine the cost of clothing annually, 
according to a bulletin published by 
the college of agriculture recently 
and written by J. O. Rankin of the 
rural economics department. Ver- 
mont was the only state to spend 
less money per family. 


The annual cost of clothing per- 


sons over one year old in Nebraska 
farm homes was $49, according to 
the bulletin. The survey from which 
the figures 
were 
deducted 
was 


made among 328 farm homes. Ran- 
kin found the average total cost of 
family living expenses to be $1,680. 
That included both money 
spent 


and the value of food, fuel, 
and 


shelter furnished by cl.a farm. 


Consider Ail Classes. 


Rankin shows in his 
bulletin 


where one-fourth of the 
homes 


speat less than $1,200 for all living 
expenses a year while 
two-fifths 


spent $1,200 to $1,799. 
The report 


shows farther that one-tenth of the 
328 farm homes spent over $2,399, 
indicating the spread of expenses in 
various farm homes and showing 
that the low spending 
families 


•weren't the only ones taken into 
consideration In the survey. 


Clothing costs per family in dif- 


ferent Nebraska sections varies, the 
bulletin read. It shows that the cost 
of clothing per household in 
the 


Kimball county area in western Ne- 
braska was $271 while in Washing- 
ton and Lancaster counties in east- 
ern Nebraska it was $200. Clay 
county people spent but $140 but the 
low figure may be due to the num- 
ber of elderly people there, Rankin 
explains. Presence of many young 
farmers in western Nebraska may 
account for the higher clothing costs 
there. 


Cheaper to Farm. 


Nebraska farm people evidently 


spend less for clothes than the city 
people if the bulletin is correct. It 
shows that clothing expense on the 
farm was $49 per persons while in 
Grand Island it was $54, showing 


the increased expenditures in the 
third city. 


Again in cost average for every 


farm home, Rankin shows where the 
home spends less than the 
city 
home. The average cost for clothing 
fn the farm home was $197 while in 
Grand Island each family spent $245 
on an average and in Omaha the 
cost was $231. Rankin says in. his 
bulletin that the cost of clothing per 
family was greater in the cities than 
in the farm homes because of the 
greater numbers in the working 
men's homes in the cities. 


Farmers' Wives Exceed. 


The survey showed that farm men 


and boys under twenty-one spent 
about fifteen per cent less, each, 
than the city men and boys of the 
same age. Above that age. the city 
men 
spent 
distinctly 
more for 


clothing than men in the country. 
Farm girls' clothing cost far less 
than for the wives of the city wage- 
erners and low salaried men. This 
was explained by the fact that other

Are Not Registered 


Those 
Who Failed to Exercise 
Franchbe at Last Two Elections 


Must Visit City Hall.' 


All residents 
of 
Lincoln 
who 


failed to vote in the state primary 
election last August should check 
their registrations at the city hall. 
City Clerk Theo Berg said Friday. 
This muit be done by October 25. 


Under the law governing regis- 


trajiion of voters In Lincoln, fail- 
ure to vote at the last two elec- 
tions, elh,er city or state primary 
or general elections, automatically 
cancels a registration. 
He-regis- 


tration is then necessary to entitle 
a resident 
to 
vote in the next 


election. 


Only about 20,000 of the 31.000 


persons who voted in the presi- 
dential election two years ago are 
now properly registered. 
In the 


two city elections held in April 
and May of 1929 only about 12,000 
persons voted. Failure to vote in 
those two elections cancelled the 
registrations, as did failure to vote 
in the May city election and the 
state primary last August. 


Some cancelled registrations were 


reinstated 
prior 
to the primary 


election as a 
result 
of notices 


mailed out 
by City Clerk Berg. 


Notices were mailed to 18,000 per- 
sons, but less than 7,000 were acted 
upon. 


members of the city family must 
compete so keenly in shop, office, 
and school that there is less left for 
the stay-at-home mother and wife.

In various age groups the 
outer garment cost from three to 
twelve times as much as the foot- 
wear of men and boys. 


Few Homemade Garments. 


The men's clothing expenditure 


per person was greatest in those 
liomes which made the 
greatest 
total expenditures for all items to 
the cost of living. Those in the 
$1,200-11,799 group spent about 40 
per cent more per man than those 
in the group under $1,200. In the 
higher 
income 
and 
expenditure 


groups, Rankin explains in his bulle- 
tin that lower percentages of money 
were spent for clothing and other 
necessities for which the demand is 
elastic. 
The main garments bought by Ne- 


braska farm women and girls were 
dresses, shoes, hose, coats, and hats. 
Girls over twelve bought more 
dresses than those under that age. 
After marriage 
a httle less was 


spent for each of the clothing items 
except aprons, suits, furs, hats, 
chemises, brassieres, and corsets. 


Figures in the bulletin show that 


farm people wear very few home- 
made garments today. What was 
worn was almost exclusively for -wo- 
men and girls and for babies under 
two. Practically no material was 
bought for garments for men and 
boys over two years old. Only $6 out 
of every $1,000 spent for farm men's 
and boys' clothing went into mater- 
ials for homemade clothing.

Charles 
Edward Villiers 
Smith, 


president of the First State bank 
of Beaver City, who died suddenly 
at his home Tuesday, was born at 
Bedford, Eng., July 26, 1855. 
He 


attended the public schools in Eng- 
land and mastered Latin, Greek, 
French and 
German, as well as 


higher mathematics. 
When he was 19 years old he de- 


cided to come to 
America and 


reached Orleans, 
Neb., 
in 1874, 


working at odd jobs with the pio- 
neer settlers. Later he homesteaded 
in Furnas county. In 1889 he moved 
to Beaver City, and in 1890 became 
cashier of the First National bank. 
Later, when the bank was reorgan- 
ized as the Fu-st State bank, he was 
elected president, and has held the 
position for nearly forty years. 
Mr. Smith had never given up 


his interests in the farming indus- 
try of Furnas county, and owned 
several fine farms at the time of 
his death. He was a prominent Ma- 
son and a member of the Presby- 
enan church. He was a philan- 
ropist, but in a quiet way. He 
elped the needy, and in many m- 
tances they were never aware from 
•hence came their succor. 
Mr. Smith was married to Mar? 
)eaver, the daughter of a pioneer 
ettler, and they were the parents 
f nine children. These and their 
amilies constitute many of the best 
itizens of the community.

Smoking Increases 
The convention adopted a reso- 
:ution prepared by a 
committee 
consisting of Miss Jessie Green, a 
county worker in boys' and girls' 
clubs from the agricultural college. 
Miss Charlotte Alexander, county 
superintendent, and Mrs. Claus. It 
reads: 
Recognizing the evil of cigaret 


smoking among our youth, and 
knowing from paramount evidence 
that the habit of cigaret smoking 
is on the increase, especially among 
children and youth, and desiring to 
discourage the use of the cigaret. 
particularly among women, be it 
resolved. 
That we use our efforts to coun- 
teract the forces Jhat are enticing 
all in this destructive habit: that 
we deplore the use of the pictures 
of women as a means of advertis- 
ing cigarets; that we urge school 
boards to refrain from hiring any 
teacher who smokes: that we ask 
users to completely destroy cigaret 
stubs before they are thrown away, 
so that they will not tempt chil- 
dren: that we pledge our persistent 
support to all. officers to the end 
that they will more rigidly enforce 
the 4aw relating to the sale of cig- 
arets to minors; and that we urge 
all organizations to aid us in check- 
ing this menace. - 
For Eighteenth Amendment. 


Mrs. H. M. Fritts introduced the 
following resolution, which was 
adopted: 
"Whereas, there are sinister in- 
fluences seeking to undermine the 
efficacy of the Eighteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of the 
United States and to render the 
laws for the enforcement thereof 
ineffectual, and 
Whereas, individuals and organi- 
zations favoring the repeal of the 
Eighteenth amendment are making 
strenuous efforts to destrov the 
faith of the people of the United 
States in prohibition and to pro- 
mote tiie idea that prohibition is 
contrary Jo the principles of our 
government.

Therefore be it resolved: That ' 
the Lancaster county federation of 
woman's clubs affirm its contention 
that prohibition offers the best 
means for curbing the liquor traffic 
and its attendant crimes and hereby 
pJedees Its continuous support to 
the Eighteenth amendment and the 
rigid enforcement thereof.

POLICE CHARGE 
BREAKS PARADE 
OF COMMUNISTS 


Crowd Dispersed When 


Tries to Break for 
Convention Hall. 


HOOVER ADDRESS 


IS UNDISTURBED 


Parade Authorized by 


Cleveland Police 


If No Violence. 


CLEVELAND, Oct 3—(/P—Charges 


of mounted policeman and swinging 
nightsticks broke up an impromptu 
parade of communists and unem- 
ployed near the public hall where 
President Hoover was addressing 
the American Bankers association 
convention last night. 
When the paraders, variously es- 


timated at between 600 and 800, 
attempted to turn toward the public 


. hall, motorcycle officers laid doun 


a smoke screen and mounted police 
charged, driving the marchers off 
the street and sending them dash- 
ing for doorways and alleys. 


Scores Are Clubbed. 
Several men were knocked down, 


a detective was beaten by a pa- 
rader, one reporter received cuts 
and bruises that necessitated hos- 
pital treatment, another reporter 
was Inadvertently struck with a 
night stick wielded by a policeman, 
and sppctators said scores -were 
clubbed by police. 
Three store windows were smashed 


during the melee and four men 
•were arrested for investigation. 


The parade had formed in the 


public square, a few blocks away 
from the scene of the disorder, after 
Tom Johnson, a communist orator, 
'and others exhorted the throng to 
march to the public hall-and pro- 
test against unemployment. 


Parade Permitted. - 


Acting Chief of Police George J. 


Matowitz instructed Capt. John 
Savage, in charge of the escorting 
mounted police, to permit the pa- 
rade so long as there was no vio- 
lence. 
The marchers, singing the "Inter- 
nationale" and other songs, were 
forced by a line of police which 
surrounded the hall to turn down 
St. Clair a\enue 
After they had 


marched two blocks beyond the 
hall, many of them tried to turn 
back and the smoke screen was 


- -laid down, leading some, including 


firemen on traffic duty, to believe 
tear bombs had been hurled. 


Police Charge. 
Soon there were cries of "fight" 
and the police charged. Some used 
sticks to which communistic plac- 
ards were attached in an effort to 
fight back, but were disarmed, po- 
lice said. 
The disorder was short lived and 


those listening to Mr. Hoover were 
^unaware of the trouble. 
Captain Savage insisted there was 
no police violence and that he 
halted the parade because it be- 
came a traffic menace

made "concession after concession" 
to large oil companies in connec- 
tion with claims to Colorado oil

He maintained these 


public lands were of enormous val- 
ue and the claims illegal. Secretary 
W.ilbur refused to accept the resig- 
nation, ordered Kelley suspended 
and asked the attorney general to 
make a full investigation 
Kelley 
has said he will "insist upon the 
opportunity" to substantiate in full 
all his charges. 


May Have Senate Probe. 
Upon Nye's, conference with the 
resigned official depends to a large 
extent whether a senate inquiry of 
the charges will be undertaken. 
Both the senator and Richardson, 
who are close friends personally 
and politically, are well acquainted 
with oil fraud charges, having had 
charge of separate inquiries into 
allegations concerning the leases on 
the Salt Creek fields in Wyoming. 
Exhaustive inquiry resulted in the 
withdrawal of complaints against 
these leases but both the senator 
and the assistant attorney general 
are looking for any clue which may 
have a bearing on them.

husbandry department. 
The annual rooters' day will be 
held October 17 at the agricultural 
college at Lincoln. 
Experimental 
tests on hog feeding will be an in- 
teresting feature of -the day. 


Urge Plant Tulips? 
Tulip planting time is here, ac- 
cording to Prof. C. C. Wiggans of 
the agricultural college here. In or- 
der to get good root growth this 
fall it is best to plant the bulbs 
now -as soon as possible. They may

be planted now anytime, however, 
until freezing weather comes. 
This also a good time to trans- 


plant perennials. 


Dr. F. D. Keim of the agricul- 
tural college will keep the Nebraska 
war on weeds alive during the win- 
ter by describing one weed a week 
on the University of Nebraska radio 
program over KFAB. One weed will 
be described each week. 


Two trench silos are being built 
and put into use at the experi- 
ment station at the college of ag- 
riculture here.

COSTING POPE $450 


PER LINEAR FOOT 


VATICAN CITY—(AP)—The new 


Vatican railroad, although probably 
the smallest government line in the 
world—it is only 2,633 feet long—has 
demanded much engineering atten- 
tion because of structural difficul- 
ties and the need to make it con- 
form with the architectural beauty 
of the papal state 
Work on the1 railroad was begun 
in April, 1929, and pushed with great 
rapidity 
Several buildings had to 


be demolished for the l&rge railroad 
viaduct. This viaduct presented con- 
siderable trouble because of the un- 
certain nature of the terrain. Piles 
for the piers had to be driven 68 
feet in order to offset the effects 
of subterranean water. The viaduct 
was completed March 1 of this year 
Because of these facts, the costof 
the railroad is relatively high. En- 
gineers calculate the final figure at 
between 20,000,000,000 and 24,000,- 
000 lire or between $1,000,000 and 
$1,250,000. This averages around 
$450 a linear foot.

American 
company crushes 
the 
plant and takes out the juice by 
machinery. 


• The problem of cheaper manu- 
facture of rubber has engaged many 
of the best minds in the country. 
Thomas A. Edison, Henry Ford and 
Harvey Firestone, to name 
only 
three, have for years financed ex- 
periments to grow rubber here or to 
discover method of manufacturing 
an artificial rubber substitute.

Dr. McCallum's high hopes 
'are realized it may mean the rev- 
olutionizing of the entire rubber 
;ire business, besides lowering the 
mce of countless other articles 
n which rubber is used

Chateau Named Belonged

LUGANO, Switzerland — (AP) — 
Wilhelm Hohenzollern, Germany's 
Imperial exile, is reported eager to 
come here from Doom, seeking a 
less trying climate. 
Whether the Swiss would welcome 
the responsibility of harboring the 
ex-emperor remains to be seen. 
There is nothing official about the 
rumors, but they are quite definite. 


Even the place of his residence is 
deignated. It is the Chateau de 
Trevano, last owned by Louis Lom- 
bard, born in France, who went 
early to America and made a for- 
tune in Wall street. The chateau 
was a world center for musical and 
theatrical culture before the war. 
Built nearly forty years ago on 
plans made by Botta, who was Czar 
Alexander's architect, it was in- 
tended to be a sorf of temple of 
music. The owner, a Russian baron, 
pent several million dollars on it, 
but died before his plan matured. 
It was bought by the Swiss general, 
Heinz, who also died before taking 
possession. 


Lombard Achieves Fame. 


For 20 years it was unoccupied. 
Then Louis Lombard, railroad re- 
organizer and mining investor, came 
from New York and opened the 
place to musicians and eventually 
to dramatists from many countries. 


Lombard had gone to the United 
States as a musician and started a 
conservatory in New York City. He 
turned to money making, but while 
making a great fortune wrote verses 
in four languages, published several 
books, composed much music *n° 
wrote a comic opera. He studied 
law in Columbia university. 
Lombard became American con- 
sul here on his retirement 
from 


business. During the war he came 
to believe Switzerland would be 
drawn m and urged American to 
leave. He became ill in Italy, tried 
to reach the chateau which had 
been the ideal of his life, but died 
in a hotel in Genoa.v 
The chateau is on an eminence 


overlooking the Lugano lagoon, with 


the Italian Alps beyond. Since the 
war the great Rates have been 
locked and the garden haa run wild, 
but the palace remains one of tne 
fine places of Switzerland.

Wear Furs Same Way Nature Does

NEW YORK — 
When the 
wind blows 14 miles an hour it is 
just 5.4 times as cold to the bare 
skin as still air at the same tem- 
perature. 
Contrary to teachings of some 
scientists and a popular belief, fur 
Is not warmest with the hair 
turned Inside. 
Certain clothing actually makes 
one cooler in still air than none at 
all! 
Clothing Discoveries. 
These and other discoveries about 
warmth of clothing are reported to 
the American Society for Testing 
Materials by Ephriam Freedman, 
director of the bureau of standards 
of R. H. Macy and company. 
They were found with a new kind 


of robot which looks like an elon- 
gated tin can and radiates heat ex- 
actly like an- unclothed human 
body. It can be dressed and then 
made to record the warming prop- 
erties of its suitings. 
This robot has a bronze skin, and 


for nerves a wire-thin 400-mch- 
long copper, xylenl-filled ther- 
mometer, which is wound spirally 
around the outside of its body. 
Its msides are an electrical heat- 
ing apparatus and it records the 
exact amount of energy, in watts. 
necessary to maintain its bronze 
skin at body temoerature. 
It lives in a big box where the 
temperature ranges from 20 above 
zero to 90 in the shade. 


When this robot is stripped, and 
the temperature drops one degree 
in still air, it takes nearly half a 
watt energy, that is. about one- 
fourteen-hundredth of a horsepow- 
er, to maintain body temperature. 


Wind Takes Energy. 


But for the same drop in a 14.2 
mile wind it takes more than five 
times as much energy. 
Wrapped in Alaska sealskin, with 
the fur inside, the robot takes 
twice asjnuch energy to withstand 
outside cold as when the fur is 
turned outside. 
This means that with the fur in 


the sealskin is but half as warm. 
In calm air duck and gauze were 
actually 
cooler 
than 
complete 
nakedness, as more energy was re- 
quired to keen up the robot's nor- 
mal temperature "when wrapped in 
these fabrics. This was a surprise. 


Approximate Actual Conditions. 
"While the readings taken with 


•nominally still air," Freedman re- 
ported, "may not be as reliable as

AMERICAN STANDARDS. 


President Hoover neatly turned upon his1 critics 


Thursday night when in addressing the American 
Bankers' association he selected American standards 
of living as' his theme. It is safe and sane. It is not 
even open to dispute. A nation, whose people own and 
enjoy as many automobiles as the rest of the world, 
who have bought 50 per cent of all of the insurance 
in force, who have every conceivable comfort and 
convenience to make life pleasant and delightful, has 
little reason to complain. 


Mr.-. Hoover very subtly undertook to remind the 


American people they have more to be thankful for 
than they have reason to find fault with. In the last 
ten years, Europe, which is America's only rival in 
world leadership, has passed through a stormy, per- 
dlous and trying period. She bled herself white on the 
battlefield. She fed the finest of her young manhood 
to the fires of hate, and jealousy, and national am- 
bitions. She mortgaged her treasure for many years 
to come, until even the old, upper wealthy classes, 
even the aristocracy, have been reduced to penurious 
and frugal- existence. Asia, sleeping through the cen- 
turies, without ambition, energy or hope, hopelessly 
over-crowded,- has never made a pretense of aspiring 
to the standards of western civilizations. Africa, wild 
and much of it unsettled, South America and Aus- 
tralia, undergoing the changes of frontier conquest, 
in the enjoyment of material blessings are not com- 
parable to the world's first and greatest democracy. 


It is not a question what America now has, and 


what her peoples are enjoying. As a nation we are 
disturbed and apprehensive over the direction in 
which we are headed. What is the future? Nations 
do not stand, still. They either advance or fall back. 
They attain a new glory, a new lustre, or they fade 
and become dim. American standards in this country 
must either tie raised and improved, or they will in 
time become lowered. That is the immutable, inex- 
orabl^ law of civilization.

The one force, which more than all others, has 


enabled America to outstrip the older, wealthy 
powers of Europe, has been that here we have been 
blessed with the restlessness and discontent of youth. 
We have, been aspiring- continually to more lofty 
summits. We have had a higher goal. We have 
surged forward, perhaps impetuously and rashly at 
times, but our ambitions have been unsatisfied and 
our hopes never luily and completely filled. 


Mr. Hoover would not want to quarrel with that 


rlational characteristic. He knows of what value it 
is to the nation. He knows that it, and it alone, can 
supply the vital spark which has made the American 
people more imaginative and more colorful than those 
of any nation. To kill ambition is to destroy imag- 
ination. To disparage discontent — yes, even criticism 
—is to slow down progress and in the end possibly 
halt It completely. That Is the burden which those 
who accept the positions of the highest responsibility 
must accept, philosophically and sympathetically. 


Ever since he has been in the White House Mr. 


Hoover has revealed a weakness of super-sensitive- 
ness. It "has the unfortunate tendency to lead the 
American people to believe he is not so certain of 


the main buildings is named in his honor. He was 
constant in his orders to the Pacific squadron to 
seize California should hostilities break out with 
Mexico, such orders being obeyed, with the most far 
reaching results. 
From 1846 to 1849 Bancroft was minister to Great 


Britain and during that time he obtained modifica- 
tions of the navigation and allegiance laws, which 
were the cause of the-war of 1812. The treaty of 
Ghent, which terminated that conflict, gained 'Us 
none of the points for which we had fought, the 
diplomacy of Bancroft bringing about the desired 
results more than thirty years after the signing of 
the treaty. 


Bancroft filled numerous other diplomatic posts 


during his long career, in this manner gaining op- 
portunity to carry on his research work and make 
examination of documents and records which greatly 
aided him in his work. He was one of the greatest 
and most devoted of Americans.

COMMON SENSE DIPLOMACY. 


In deciding to omit the old time formality of 


"recognizing" new governments in countries where 
revolutions have occurred, and continuing relations 
with the new regimes just as though nothing had 
happened, the Mexican government has set a new 
international fashion which greatly simplifies the 
handling of such situations. 


That policy is now being applied in the cases of 


Argentina, Bolivia, and Peru, where the former rulers 
were recently deposed and the affairs of government 
taken over by the leaders of successful revolts. In 
many capitals of the world, including our own, the 
question is being pondered by ministers and chancel- 
lors of state whether recognition should at once be 
given the new administrative organizations in those 
countries. But Mexico has disposed of the question 
by letting it be known that her embassies at Buenos 
Aires, Sucre, and Lima are dealing with the present 
governmental heads, and that nothing more is 
needed. 


What this amounts to is acceptance of the status 


quo in each country. Mexico does not feel called upon 
to consfder how the authorities of the South Ameri- 
can nations came into power. If. looking after its 
own interests it is willing to negotiate with any 
de facto government. Should there be another revo- 
lution tomorrow^in any of those.countries and a new 
group of men take control, Mexico would take the' 
same position as to that group. Its attitude is equiva- 
lent to saying: 


"You people in Argentina (or Peru or Bolivia) must 


settle among yourselves the matter of what kind of 
government you will have and who is to carry it on. 
Mexico is not concerned in your internal politics or 
domestic affairs. It is concerned only in having some- 
one to deal with who can act authoritatively on be- 
half of your country. ,j> The existing government is 
such an agency; therefore we will deal with it, just 
as we did with its predecessor. To that end, our 
representatives already stationed in your country will 
continue their activities on the same basis as here- 
tofore." 


Although the diplomatic position of Mexico involves 


a rather free and easy way of conducting interna- 
tional negotiations, it seems pretty well suited to the 
unsettled conditions in some of the new world repub- 
lics both north and south of the equator. It has the 
advantage of being readily adjustable to any develop- 
ment which may arise. And it gets rid of a whole 
lot of needless red tape and delay.

Beauty and teeth have been subjects of the adver- 


tiser for years as a concerted effort has been made 
to improve the appearance of the smile and to give 
protection to health through protection to, teeth, A 
new thought on beauty and teeth is now offered. 


A western writer points, to the difficulties mankind 


is having in preserving its teeth under modern living 
conditions. He fears that man is in danger of losing 
his sense of beauty in the same way that he loses 
his teeth,—through lack of proper rse and nourish- 
ment.

Science has found that improper foods cause teeth 


to deteriorate. It has found that soft foods so com- 
mon in the modern diet fail to furnish stimulation 
to proper development of the teeth. The same thing 
may well be true of beauty. Given too much of the 
sensuous, too little of the beautiful; too much of the 
rough, too little of the fine; too much of the harsh 
and the coarse and the crude, too little of the even, 
the sympathetic, and the soft splendor of beauty, 
the appreciative senses of man may well lose their 
ability to respond to the rich heritage of art and 
literature and the glories of nature's handiwork.

AMERICAN .STANDARDS. 


Prci?lden|j Hoov er neatly turned upon his critics 
Thursday night when in addressing the American 
Bankers’ association he selected American standards 
of liv ing as his theme. It is safe and sane. It is not 
ev en open to dispute. A nation, whose people own and 
enjoy as many automob iles as the rest of the world, 
who hav e b ought 80 per cent of all of the insurance 
In force, who hav e ev ery conceiv ab le comfort and 
conv enience to make life pleasant and delightful, has 
little reason to complain. 
Mr. Hoov er v ery sub tly undertook to remind the 
American people they hav e more to b e thankful for 
than they hav e reasrni to find fault with. In the last 
ten years, Europe, which is America’s only riv al in 
world leadership, has passed through a stormy, per­ 
ilous and trying period. She b led herself white on the 
b attlefield. She fed the finest of her young manhood 
to the fires of hate, and jealousy, and national am­ 
b itions. She mortgaged her treasure for many years 
to come, until ev en the old, upper wealthy classes, 
ev en the aristocracy, hav e b een reduced to penurious 
and frugal existence. Asia, sleeping through the cen­ 
turies, without amb ition, energy or hope, hopelessly 
ov er-crowded, has nev er made a pretense of aspiring 
to the standards of western civ ilizations. Africa, wild 
and much of it unsettled. South America and Aus­ 
tralia, undergoing the changes of frontier conquest, 
in the enjoyment of material b lessings are not com­ 
parab le to the world’s first and greatest democracy. 
It is not a question what America now has, and 
what her peoples are enjoying. As a nation we are 
disturb ed and apprehensiv e ov er the direction in 
which we are headed. What is the future? Nations 
do not stand still. Urey either adv ance or fall b ack. 
They attain a new glory, a new lustre, or they fade 
and b ecome dim. American standards in this country 
must either b e raised and ImjKrov ed, or they will in 
time b ecome lowered. That is the immutab le, Inex- 
• orab ^ law of civ ilization.

Bancroft filled numerous other diplomatic posts 
during his long career, in this manner gaining op­ 
portunity to carry on his research work and make 
examination of documents and records which greatly 
aided him in his work. He was one of the greatest 
and most dev oted of Americans.

COMMOP» ^ SENSE DIPLOMACY. 
In decidmg to omit the old time formality of 
“recognizmg” new gov ernments in countries where 
rev olutions hav e occurred, and cwitinulng relations 
with the new regimes just as though nothing had 
happened, the Mexican gov ernment has set a new 
international fashion which greatly simplifies the 
handling of such situations. 
That policy is now b eing applied in the cases of 
Argentina, Boliv ia, and Peru, where the former rulers 
were recently deposed and the affairs of gov ernment 
taken ov er b y the leaders of successful rev olts. In 
many capitals of the world, including our own, the 
question is b emg pondered b y ministers and chancel­ 
lors of state whether recognition should at once b e 
giv en the new administrativ e organizations in those 
countries. But Mexico has disposed of the question 
b y letting it b e known that her emb assies at Buenos 
Aires, Sucre, and Lima are dealing with the present 
gov ernmental heads, and that nothing more is 
needed. 
What this amounts to Ls acceptance of the status 
quo in each country. Mexico does not feel called upon 
to consider how the authorities of the South Ameri­ 
can nations came into power. In looking after its 
own interests it is willing to negotiate with any 
de facto gov ernment. Should there b e another rev o­ 
lution tomorrow in any of those countries and a new 
group of men take control, Mexico would take the 
same position as to that group. Its attitude is equiv a­ 
lent to saying: 
“You people in Argentina (or Peru or Boliv ia) must 
settle among yourselv es the m atter of what kind of 
gov ernment you will hav e and who is to carry it on. 
Mexico is not concerned in your internal politics or 
domestic affairs. It is concerned only in hav ing some­ 
one to deal with who can act authoritativ ely on b e­ 
half of your country. •• The existing gov ernment is 
such an agency; therefore we will deal with it, just 
as we did with its predecessor. To that end, our 
representativ es already stationed in your country will 
continue their jictiv lties on the same b asis as here­ 
tofore.” 
Although the diplomatic position of Mexico inv olv es 
a rather free and easy way of conducting interna­ 
tional negotiations, it seems pretty well suited to the 
unsettled conditions in some of the new world repub ­ 
lics b oth north and south of the equator. It has the 
adv antage of b eing readily adjustab le to any dev elop­ 
ment which may arise. And it gets rid of a whole 
lot of needless red tape and delay.

Hoov er has rev ealed a weakness of super-sensitiv e­ 
ness. It has the unfortunate tendency to lead the 
American people to b eliev e he is not so certain of 
his position on pub lic Issues and policies. For the 
“great conspiracy” as his stupid party associates are 
attempting to describ e the criticism of the president, 
is b ut a zephyr compared to the whirlwinds which 
other presidents hav e b een compelled to ride through. 
Actually the president is not a « iper-man, despite 
the efforts of a v ery diligent and silly group of press 
ggents and b oosters in adv ance of his election. He Is 
v ery human, v ery sub ject to mistake, v ery liab le to 
error. He must take the stings as well as the pats. 
He would appear in a far b etter light If he replied 
directly to th? criticisms of the measures which hav e 
b een a part of his administration. To b e specific, 
what does he think of hLs farm b oard plan, and what 
does he think of the tariff? That is far more perti­ 
nent and to the point.

A GREAT AMERICAN. 
Prob ab ly no man was ev er engaged on a single 
task for a greater period of time than was George 
Bancroft, who was b orn just 130 years ago, on Oc­ 
tob er 3, 1800. He liv ed to b e more than ninety years 
of age, and more than fifty years of that time was 
occupied with the writing of his history of the United 
Ftfttes. This he b egan In 1830 and the twelfth and 
last v olume was not pub lished until 1883. It exktnds 
only to the Inauguration of Washington. 


BEAUTY AND TEETH. 
Beauty and teeth hav e b een sub jects of the adv er­ 
tiser for years as a concerted effort has b een made 
to improv e the appearance of the smile and to giv e 
protection to health through protection to teeth. A 
new thought on b eauty and teeth is now offgred. 
A western writer points to the difficulties mankind 
Is hav ing in preserv ing its teeth under modern liv ing 
conditions. He fears that man Is in danger of losing 
his sense of b eauty in the same way that b e loses 
his teeth—through lack of proper use and nourish­ 
ment. 
Science has found that improper foods cause teeth 
to deteriorate. It has found that soft foods so com­ 
mon in the modern diet fall to furnish stimulation 
to proper dev elopment of the teeth. The same thing 
may well b e true of b eauty. Giv en too much of the 
sensuous, too little of the b eautiful; too much of the 
rough, too little of the fine; too much of the harsh 
and the coarse and the crude, too little of the ev en, 
the sympathetic, and the soft splendor of b eauty, 
the appreciativ e senses of man may well lose their 
ab ility to respond to the rich heritage of art and 
literature and the glories of nature’s handiwork. 
The difficulty is summed up b y the western writer 
in a few terse paragrapljs sprung iull-Upped from his 
soul after v iewing paintings Of some of the splendors 
of the Rocky Mountains. 
“What strikes me.” he writes, “as I look at the 
faithfulness of outline and the magic command of 
color la the difference b etween the way Mr. Vav ra 
takes pictures and the way I take them. 
"He makes paintings; I make snap-shots. 
“He requires days and weeks; I require only a frac­ 
tion of a second. 
"He uses skill and artistry; I use a machine.

I expose a piece of cellu- 
iQid to the b eauty; and seldom get the leisure to 
transfer it to my soul.

Some soecial funds in. the Ne- 
braska treasury had greater bal- 
ances on September 30, than a year 
ago the same date, but the gaso- 
line tax fund, from which the cost 
of state highway construction and 
part of maintenance is paid, is 
about $1,300,000 lower than it was 
a year ago. Out to that depletion, 
occasioned by more work being 
done on highways in 1930, the total 
cash on hand in all funds was re- 
duced from $6,654,707 at the close 
of September, 1929, to $5,592,415 
this year. 


The general fund at this time 
contains Sl.822.458, which is $336,- 
900 above what it had a year ago. 
The capitol fund is practically the 
same, $440,096. Miscellaneous cash 
totalling $407,969, has dropped off 
about 
$230,000. 
The 
temporary 
school fund is lower by $41,000, 
with $280,321 on hand Uninvested 
cash in the permanent school fund 
is $373,998, being $78.000 more than 
a year ago. 


As compared with August this 
year, the general fund at the end 
of September is reduced by over 
$340000, while the grand total of 
all funds has been lowered $415,- 
000. This is the time of year when 
ordinary receipts fall below the 
average and treasury outgo, for 
that reason, exceeds income.

"I don't know why we could not 
utilize convicts in road construc- 
lon as well as in raising more food- 
tuffs for their own consumption," 
Governor Weaver said. "After I 
lave obtained more information, I 
hall have some recommendations 
hereon to lay before the legisla- 
ure. We must keep these men em- 
ployed." 


Fenton Favors Road Work 


Warden W. T. Fenton of the pen- 
tentiary, who has conferred with 
the governor several times in re- 
gard to means of employment for 
Prisoners, is favorable to the idea 
of working them on state highways. 
Je ,*-ould not only have them do 
at least part of the grading, gravel- 
ing, and paving, but would also 
lave them operate gravel pits and 
cement works to produce the ma- 
;erials for road making. 
The important thing, Fenton em- 


phasizes is to keep the men busy at 
useful labor, so that they will have 
a chance to expend their energy m 
a productn*e way. At the same 
time, they would be "earning their 
keep" and lightening the burden on 
the taxpayers- 


Fear Labor Objections. 


• Members of the board of control 
have given no consideration to the, 
idea of working convicts on the 
roads, but are .willing to entertain it 
on its merits. They anticipate that 
the same objection would be of- 
fered to this as to industrial em- 
plpyment, namely, that it competes 
with private commercial enterprise 
and free labor.

Its seating capacity 
is estimated at something over 
10,000: Additional hundreds heard 
the speech through amplifiers in 
an adjoining hall, while millions of 
radio listeners caught it irom na- 
tionwide broadcasting chains.

but they were quickly dispersed by 
police. 


Returns To Capital. 


Immediately after the speech, the 


president boarded his special to 
make the return trip to Washing- 
ton. He was due there in the early 
forenoon. 


"Any 
recession in American busi- 
ness is but a temporary halt in the 
prosperity of a great people," the 
president . told his audience. 
He 


expressed ' confidence in an early 
recovery, said the bankers should 
play a leading part by supervising 
a wise flow of credit, and an am- 
ple supply of credit at low interest 
already was available through co- 
operation of the banks and the 
federal reserve system. 
"Our present experience in relief," 


he said, "should form the basis of 
even more amplified plans in the 
future. But in the long view the 
equally important thing is preven- 
tion. We would need have less 
concern about what to do in bad 
times if we discovered and 'erected 
in good times further safeguards 
against the excesses which lead to 
these depressions." 


Favors Safeguards. 


Although he did not believe the 
American form of government could 
sove economic probems by "direct 
action," the president indicated he 
might favor a reduction in the 
capital gains tax and revision of 
certain sections of the transporta- 
tion act as safeguards against fu- 
ture business ills. 


He said an "inquiry might de- 


veloped that our system of taxesc 
upon capitcl gains 
directly 
en- 


courages inflation by strangling the 
free movement of land and securi- 
ties."

The 
first appointments are to be one 
member for a term of two years, 
two members for a term of four 
years, and two members for a term 
of six years.

8. The water and light plant, or 


any part of it, may not be sold with- 
out a majority vote of the qualified 
electors of the city. 
The principal changes in the rec- 


ommendations of the advisory board 
were in the matter of the appoint 
ment of the superintendent, requir 
ing the bonding of members, fixini 
the number of meetings at one each 
week, and in defining the power 
reserved with regard to taxation 
floating of bonds, and sale o 
property. 
For Paid Superintendent. 
The board recommended that th 


proposed body could, if it desirec 
pay its chairman a salary. Mayo 
Love objected to this, and suggest 
ed the appointment of a paid su 
perintendent.

In the sec- 
ond place, if it was eliminated, no 
one could or would suggest what 
work wilUbe done by the fifth 
member of the city council. 
Commissioner William Schroeder, 


the man who has ,held that office 
since it was created at the time the 
entire commission form, of govern- 
ment came into being declined to 
discuss how the proposal would af- 
fect him. He was the first ask for 
the creation of a water board. 


About two tweeks ago, when the 


city council was discussing the wa- 
ter situation, they seemed unani- 
mous in agreeing that some 
ar- 


rangement should be made whereby 
Schroeder would be able to be a 
member of th eboard if it 
was 


created. But with the agreement 
on Friday morning's plan, Schroeder 
and all of his colleagues admitted 
that this possibility was precluded 
by the arrangements. 


It is possible that he might be 


appointed superintendent under the 
new system. No discussion was held 
on whether "this office was to be 
filled by one with technical or exec- 
utive experience- If this was done, 
Schroeder would have to resign from 
the,council in order to accept the 
post, ending a career that starter in 
the old form of city council in 
1898 and continued through with 
the exception of only four years. 


If the charter amendment is 


passed by the electorate, it will take 
effect January 2. 1931, giving the 
new institution an opportunity to 
immediately take up Schroeder s 
search for a permanent water sup- 
ply for th* citv.

Hits River Improvement 


C. D. Morris, Chicago, represent- 


ing the public relations committee 
of the western railroads, was the 
featured speaker of the morning. 
Pointing out the part that the rail- 
roads had played In the develop- 
ment of Nebraska as well as other 
states, Mr. Morris declared it was 
time the state seriously considered 
the ultimate results of continued 
subsidization of transportation agen- 
cies designed to compete with the 
railroads. He particularly attacked 
what he termed the "irridescent 
dream" of making the Missouri 
river navigable. 
"Should the movement for im- 


provement of the Missouri river to 
Omaha prove anything more than 
an iridescent dream," he declared, 
"it is difficult to see how interior 
Nebraska is to gain anything in 
the long run by the impairment of 
splendid rail service it now enjoys. 
Morris prefaced these expressions 


with a discussion of how com- 
pletely the government ties the 
hands of the railroads, according to 
his views. He pointed out that, 
without permission of a state or in- 
terstate commerce commission, the 
railways could not build a mile of 
track or abolish one. could not bor- 
row money, could not float bonds, 
could not fix wages, could not put 
on new trains nor take any off the 
schedules. 


Treated As Public Enemy 


"It seems strange to me," he as- 
rted, "that the railroads, which 
re owned by the people, should be 
ooked on by the representative of 
le people as a public enemy." 
Railroads are seriously concerned 
•ith the waterways movement, he 
indicated. He pointed out that the 
oads averaged 114,000 fewer cars of 
reight traffic each week during 
ae past seven months and that 
assenger revenues "had fallen off 
o a startling degree, but stated 
hat the roads feel that in these 
ases it is their duty to share in 
he economic depression to which

fering three to one that they will 
take the series, and there are no 
takers The convincing 5 to 2 and 6 
to 1 defeats the Athletics have dealt 
St, Louis in the first and second 
contests have disheartened the fol- 
lowers of the Cardinals. 
Cards Have No Alibi. 


The National league entry has 


made an amazingly poor showing so 
far m the series. The Cards claimed 
• the breaks" beat them the opening 
combat, but they had no alibi for 
yecterday's defeat. They didn't hit, 
they didn't field and their starting 
pitcher, Flint Rhem, didn't pitch. 
They were simply outclassed.

The Cardinals are not playing the
